The 
Applicant proposes to construct an amusement ride consisting of a 
tethered helium balloon with a gondola. The ride will contain an 
approximately 576 square foot platform with ramp and winch 
apparatus. The site lies within the Public Use Zone of the Lake 
Michigan and Chicago Lakefront Protection District and within 
Institutional Planned No. 527. There will be no other changes to 
Institutional Planned No. 527.

Drive, 4001 - 4025 South Dr. Martin Luther King Drive, 401 - 519 
East 40th Street, 414 - 520 East 40th Street, 400 - 480 East 41st 
Street, and 3964 - 4024 South Vincennes Avenue . The applicant, 
Bronzeville Associates Limited Partnership, proposes to amend the 
planned development to incorporate an additional parcel of land 
within the planned development and is proposing a new site plan to 
reconstruct 90 of the 607 existing housing units. The applicant 
proposes to change the zoning of the site from Residential Planned 
Development No. 99 to RM5 Residential Multi-Unit District prior to 
re-establishing Residential Planned Development No. 99, as 
amended.
